With regard to the first point, we have but 
litle, at present, to say. That there ic a 
strong influence exerted in the schools above 
named, on the minds of all children sent there, 
in favor of the Roman Catholic faith and 
worship, no person can doubt. We all know 
what the prevailing sentiment in school has 


pecially such sentiment as is sanctioned by 
the example and instruction of teachers. — 
“Taking this by itself alone, provided, there 
wae no other inflyence brought to bear, prot-. 
estant parents who send their children to such 
schools ought to expect that they will be af- 
fected by it. We all know how-terrible it 
seems to oné or two, or a few children, in a 
school to be singular, or to do differently from 
: the rest, or stand apart and not join in exer- 
cises common to the pupils. It needs not 
| that any extraordinary effort be made by 
teachers, or fellow pupils, to make a few chil- 
dren, thus situated-in a school, teel a sense of 
degradation most keenly. The effect would 
be the same on4he minds of a few Catholic 
children in a large protestant school, where 
there were exercises in which they could not 
~ Yreely join. To be singular, is disagreeable 
even to grown people, but to children. it is in- 
tolerable | 

It is not necessary, then, that positive sec- 
tarian instruction should be given to protest- 
ant children by their catholic teachers, in or- 
der to incline them toward the rites and 
usages in a catholic school,—it is not neces- 
sery that every protestant child should be ac- 

companied, every where she goes, by one brought 
up im the Caiholic faith, so that she is never 
without sach an attendant at her side,—none 
of these, and thelike things, are necessary to 
- effect the mind of children, and incline them 
to do as the school. does, and in a great meas- 
‘ure to think as the school thinks. Now such 
proselyting influences in Catholic schools are 
not to be complained of by protestant parents 
who send their children there, and by and by 
tind their minds poisoned, for they. know, or 
oughtto know beforehand, that such will be 
the result. Now are the conductors. of such 
Catholic schools to blame for attempting to 
‘proselyte their pupils, unless they have first: 
pledged themselves to refrain from ut. If they

orable part. By so doing, they show them- 
selves to be utterly unworthy of confidence.

Sacmamento, March 14, 1854. 

Mr. Editor —Last week the vicinity of our 
city became again the scene of one of those 
shocking crimes against humanity and God— 
against our constitution and laws; which 
crime, nevertheless, is shielded under the 
sacred name of honor, while the guilty sur 
 viver, the seconds, and the aiders and abet- 
tors are allowed to go free; ot at least they’ 
manage to escape punishment, though it be 
by deceptions, shifts. dodges and paltry con- 
trivances, that honorable men and gentlemen 
ought t6 be ashamed “of W- 
District Attorney of Placer county, made 
some remarks. it seems, derogatory to the 
character of Mr. J P. Rutland. a clerk in the 
State Treasurer's office, which led the latter, 
gentleman to sendhimachallenge Thomas 
‘refused to accept, alleging as a reason, that 
he did not recognize Rutland as a gentle- 
man. Mr. Dickson. a friend of Rutland. ap- 
propriating the insult to himseif, repeated the 
challenge in his own proper name and per- 
son, Which was accepted by Thomas, and a 
hostile meeting appointed for Thursday after- 
noon. They fought with pistols, at thirteen 
paces. Dr. Diekson fell mortally wounded 
at the first fire. and was buried on Friday 
afternoon.

It 
will be observed that in neither of the fatal 
duels fought near the city were the parties 
thereto residents of Sacramento; and that 
both of those who killed each his man. were— 
at the time holding offices to which they had 
been elected by the people.

Mr. Writiam Worrsxitt of Los Augeles, 
has fifty acres of land, which affords the fol- 
lowing quantity and variety of products: 
Thirty-five acres of grape vines, with about 
1000 plants to the acre, produce each year 
about 1,100 bbls_or 34,650 gallons of wine. 
Three acres of peach trees, with 100 trees to 
the acre, average 40 Ibs tw the tree. 12,000 
lbs. Seventy pear trees average 1000 lbs to 
the tree, 70,000 lbs. Forty apple trees, 240 
lbs each, 76,000 lbs.
